Certainly a tooth never grows larger or 
longer nfler tbe nerre is taken out. .-\ 
liorre may be killed (and it always takes 
poison to do if.) and be remored before 
the poison penetrates the hone substance, 
and the tooth can then be fixed and he 
of permanent sen-ice; though when dis- 
ease has rcpclicd the adjacent parts to 
tbe extent of a suppuration, extraction 
is necessary iu a majority of cases. The 
«ur«eon would take an eye out under 
similar circumstances. Teeth that are 
dead through and through are some- 
times aa good and useful as others in an 
opposite condition. 
Teeth that have 


been out of tbe mouth for a year or more 
have been transplanted to other mouths 
with good results, but no vital union ever 
takes place, though tbe tooth is retained 
firmly in place by the natural process ol 
encrsting—the same as a bullet becomes 
tinuly fixed in a muscle or bone. 


"Bv crowning is meant placing on tbe 
root or gralting, a porcelain substance, 
and this piocess was used before Dr. 
Richmond was born, llic.linion.il serown 
is another and an improved style ol 
porcelain substitute. 
Sometimes this 


style of work is practicable, sometimes 
it is not. Capping ia covering over the 
Irilf or more of a destroyed natural 
crown with a cap of the same size and 
shape of a tooth cemented upon what is 
left of tbe decayed tooth. It generally 
answers a good purpose, if It has a good 
base to support it. 


"All this kind of work costs money,
